N adjoining 'columns we publish a significant editorial from 
that ultra conservative reactionary and capitalistic paper, the 


Chicago Tribune. It contains food for thought. 


During the most horrible war that ever run its bloody 


course autocracy has held full sway. 
The voice of dissention 


has been suppressed with cruel despotism. Freedom of speech 
has been limited to advocacy of war and more war. Human 
beings have been fed into the furnace of destruction in countless 
numbers. Some 20 million casualties have been estimated as 
the toll of this blood business. The awful sufferings of the com- 
mon mass of men, women and children cannot be pictured even 
by the most dramatic and lurid colors- 


Small wonder that the hearts of the poor released from the 


nightmare of war despotism yield to sudden impulse and radical 
action. The peoplo grope Mindly for a cause for all the gory 
sacrifices. Small wonder they attribute much of the horror to 
bad leadership. And when they examine this leadership they 
find too much of it closely allied with monstrous greed. If the 
people in their wrath strike blindly where shall we assess the 
blame. We pray ior calmness and exercise of judgment. We 
pray for wise leadership—leadership that will unselfishly press 
forward a great social program for the public good. A program 
that will appeal tc the understanding of the great submerged 
classes—that will level its false idols of dollar worship. 


It will be idle for us to cry peace and quiet to the hungry 


and distressed while the Rockefellers of commercial atrocities sit 
at the gates of supplies and take toll of all who enter in order 
that they may pile useless millions upon useless millions In their 
wretched strong boxes in the Wall street of finance. 


A new order must be ushered in. Justice must find a seat 


at the council table. Equal rights must take on a new meaning. 
Democracy must shed its old skin and take on new life. 


By press reports the armistice has been amended to provide 


that German troops are to remain in Russia practically as our 
agents in enfordng peace. A terrible travesty may be enacted 
if autocracy shall unite to suppress the aspirations of common 
men for freedom. 
We can only wait in patience in firm confid- 


ence in our president who was first to lift the veil and to boldly 
face the future. But will he have the support of the King rid- 
den countries of Europe or will he stand alone? Lloyd-George 
of Eng-land has something of the spirit of the new leadership 
required, but will he be able to break the shackles that binds 
England to her ancient lust for commercial supremacy at the ex- 
pense of the welfare of the world? 
Again we must bide our 


time in patience. 
Inconsiderate action may lose to the world its 


; great opportunity for a true world wide democracy. 


It Is with astonishment that the people read of the amend- 


ment to the armistice and providing for the retention in Russia 
of German military occupation—the armies of autocracy which 
but yesiterday we denounced as ruthless oppressors of the Rus- 
sians. We must assume there is a reason for this sudden kin- 
ship. The reason is that there is fear that the German people 
will become contaminated with Bolshevism and that may be 
reason enough. Sut we hope that the people of Germany are not 
to be long held In subjection by a hated military cast. 


Fortunately the people of this country have a president 


who long ago lifted the veil and looked beyond the hour. He 
forecasted the future, and he is busily engaged in finding the 
pathway of progress. Lloyd-George demands "vast social re- 
forms." But will these forward looking statesmen be able to 


' break the barriers of long established privilege? 
Will the 


plunderbund yield without more blood letting? 
It is time for
